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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To effectively secure vibration isolating efficiency of a vibration isolating 
support device for a motor which is built in a warm water washing machine and drives a pump 
used for cleaning a private part, and to downsize the vibration isolating support at the 
same time. 

CONSTITUTION: One edge of a vibration isolating spring 7 in a coil shape is fixed by a 
supporting boss 8 installed on the undersurface of a supporting leg 9 supporting a motor 5, 
and the other edge is fixed on a holding boss 12 projecting on the upper surface of the base 
14 of a warm water cleaning machine 6. While, a printing substrate supporting board 15 is 
extended in the horizontal direction from a warm water tank 4 arranged on the side of the 
motor 5. The top edge is extended downward, and a slip-off preventing wall 11 having a fixed 
leg 16 is constituted, and further, the top edge of the slip-off preventing wall 11 is 
arranged oppositely, keeping a gap 21 on the upper surface of the supporting leg 9, and 
projected from the base 14, and the fixed leg 16 is fixed on a fixed boss 13 which projects 
upward, in noncontact form with the supporting leg 9, and allowing the upper edge to 
penetrate through the supporting leg 9. 
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
